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FOREWORD 

History  records  the  significant  events  and  data  of  the 
particular  phase  of  study  under  consideration.  Every 
nation  and  people  have  their  important  data  which 
formulates  its  background.  In  the  Bible  we  find  that 
God  records  important  personages  in  the  genealogies  of 
the  Patriarchs  in  Old  Testament  as  well  as  that  of  our 
Lord  Jesus  Christ  in  the  New  Testament. 

Each  family  today  has  its  history,  whether  written  or 
unwritten,  recognized  or  unrecognized.  This  history  or 
heritage  forms  the  background  of  our  present  family 
and  has  played  a  significant  part  in  what  we  are  today. 
Our  heritage,  and  especially  our  Christian  heritage  de¬ 
serves  a  much  greater  recognition  by  us  than  what  it 
often  receives.  As  we  study  the  Peter  Rahn  family 
history  we  become  aware  of  the  major  emphasis  that 
Christian  convictions  had  in  our  forefathers.  When 
choices  had  to  be  made  between  monetary  and  spiritual 
values,  the  latter  always  received  priority.  When  they, 
like  Abraham  of  old,  felt  the  call  of  God  they  chose  to 
leave  homes,  loved  ones,  and  monetary  prosperity  in 
order  to  place  proper  emphasis  upon  spiritual  values 
and  by  faith  sought  the  spiritual  welfare  of  their  children 
and  children’s  children  to  come.  Indeed  a  heritage  to 
behold  and  for  which  to  live  thankworthy  lives  before 
God.  Such  heritage  calls  for  a  self-examination  and  a 
re-dedication  of  ourselves  anew  to  God. 

In  1948  Jacob  G.  Rahn  worked  out  a  Rahn  family 
history  to  which  annual  additions  were  made.  This 
family  tree,  though  in  brief  form,  has  been  greatly 
appreciated  by  ail.  In  1958,  the  committee  in  charge 
of  the  Rahn  Reunion,  was  delegated  to  revise  this  history 
into  a  more  comprehensive  form.  The  committee  was 
composed  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Peter  R.  Friesen,  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  John  J.  Gruhlke  and  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Erwin  K. 
Friesen.  This  committee  has  made  an  extensive  research 
into  our  heritage  through  personal  interviews  and 


correspondence.  For  various  reasons  they  have  chosen 
to  begin  this  history  with  Peter  Rahn  (1799-  )  in 

Russia  and  proceed  to  the  present  listing  all  the  names 
and  a  brief  word  of  information  wherever  possible. 
After  much  research  they  have  sought  to  come  forth 
with  as  comprehensive  history  as  possible.  Thus  this 
book  includes  six  generations  of  the  Peter  Rahn 
descendants.  Any  errors  or  omissions  are  unintentional 
and  your  forgiveness  is  requested.  The  committee 
deserves  our  commendation  for  the  work  done. 

Throughout  our  heritage,  Faith  in  Christ  as  Saviour 
has  found  a  prominent  place  in  the  lives  of  our 
forefathers.  As  we  page  through  this  book  we  find 
many  names,  including  our  own,  all  belonging  to  our 
family.  Together  we  compose  the  Rahn  family.  Should 
any  name  be  omitted  it  would  leave  a  feeling  of  regret 
and  the  record  would  be  incomplete.  But  there  remains 
a  greater  book  and  a  greater  family,  namely  the  Book 
of  Life  and  the  Family  of  God.  Our  forefathers  saw  to 
it  that  their  names  were  written  in  the  Lamb’s  Book  of 
Life.  What  a  tragedy  it  would  be  to  only  have  our 
name  in  this  book  but  not  in  the  Lamb’s  Book  of  Life. 
“ And  there  shall  in  no  wise  enter  into  it  any — but  they 
which  are  written  in  the  Lamb's  Book  of  Life."  Rev. 
21:27. 

May  the  reading  of  this  family  history  remind  us  of 
the  rich  spiritual  heritage  we  have  in  our  Rahn  fore¬ 
fathers  and  may  it  spur  us  on  to  a  deeper  sense  of 
loyalty  to  Christ.  Let  us  ever  remember  that  this  great 
heritage  has  only  been  possible  through  sacrifice  and 
deep  devotion  to  God  by  our  ancestors.  We  have 
received  this  heritage  from  them.  It  is  now  our  sacred 
trust  to  maintain  and  hand  down  this  same  faith  and 
heritage  to  our  descendants  who  have  the  perfect  right 
to  expect  of  us  the  same  which  we  expected  and  received 
from  our  forefathers.
